The i^rcal lii'onklyn preacher, whose 
'&niu is wiifkl-u iUe, wa.s ycstufilaj' gath- 
■ ored unto liis fathers, full of years and 
full of honors in the "city of churches." 
Henry Ward Beecher, fourth son of 
Lyman Booolior and Roxaiiii Foote 
Beecher, and brut her of Mva. Harriet 
Beuchur-Stowe, w;i.s horn at Litolitiehl, 
Conn., .J unu 1th, 18J;i. Ho .stiulie.l in llie 
public Latin schools at Boston, grathi.-iloil 
at Amherst CoUogo, Mass., 1834, and 
studied theology under Ids fatlier at Lanu 
Seminary, near Cincinnati, Oliio. lie 
lii'st settled as a Pre.sliytiiriaii iiiinister at 
LauTeuceliuiLT. 1i..!.;,iki, in iiS3T, remuved 
ill to liuliiiu,iiadi.-<, anil Viccame jias- 
tor of tlie Plynumth Congrogatioiiiil 
church at Brooklyn, Now York, in 1847. 
His churcl. eilitiee hail .seating capivcity 
for nearly ii.ODU |iersoii.s, and his church 
had a niuniliei-nhiii of :i,D0O. Utuing his 
whole career he mingled to a greater ex- 
tent than almost ;uiy other iircacher and 
pastor of his denomination in matters not 
directly professional. £or nciarly ayenr, 
duririg his theological coursei* he edited 
the C'niciinuiti .liiiiyii'il , a religions weekly. 
In Indiana he was edit-jr of t!.j h'/iriwr 
anil Giirdiintr. Jn Bnuiklyn h.; was soon 
known as an earnest o()|joiient of shivery, 
and an advocate of teniperance, peace, 
and other refonns, and voiy early became 
' prominent as a platfom orator tn id lec- 
tii'rcr. He always was' a strong repub- 
lican, and pre.-iehed a nnnilierof political 
sermons from his piiljjit, and addressed a 
number of jiolilical meetings, i'rom the 
date uf the establishment of the Intlf- 
pe}ule)it newspaper to 1858, lie was a con- 
stant contributor to its columns, and from 
1861 to 1863 i|s chief Mitor. In 1870 he 
hecame tiio editor-in-chief of the Oliridin ii 
Viiion, a weekly religions piijier, a ])OHition 
he retained for about ten years, when he 
resigned it ti> iMr. Lyman Alibotf, his 
ass<iciate editor. Air. Heeeher tiiree limes 
visited Kiirope, in J.Sti.'i addressing large 
audiences in the jirineipal cities of (Ireat 
Britain, on the ([Uestions evolved by the 
civil war then raging in the I'liited Stati's. 
In 1871, Henry W . Sage, a parishioner of 
Mr. Beecher, founded a lectnreshii) of 
preaching, called tlie " Lyman-Beecher 
Lectureship," in the Yale college divinity 
school, ant! tiio first three annual eotirses 
wore delivered by Mr. Beeelier. His 
regular weekly sermons, as taken down 
by regular st,;iiographic reporters liave 
been printed aiiiiiuilly since 18ij!), and a 
number of the more iniportjint ones have 
also been issued in pamphlet form. BeHides 
these, he published — '"Lectures to Voimg 
Men," 1850; " Star Papers," 185.5 ; ' I'ly- 
month Collections of Hymns •■ind Tunes," 
1855; "Life "riionghts," 1858; 'i'leasaiit

ho addressed them, whi^ther seritjusly, 
reverently, or liuinoroiisly. One who was 
present at tlio City Temple inLondonon the 
occasion when the Bev. Mr. Beedierlield 
. .forth, says that it was instructive to watch 
the gradual growth of t he assembly dur- 
ing the hour piiiceding the s.u'vice. h'rom 
the select group of "early birds" it grew 
moment by moment into a vast throng, 
filling every availaljlo space in the capa- 
cious edifice, with the exception of ono or 
' two 'distant corners,^ > of which all but the 
latest cdmora, influenced, perhaps, by 
sinister riiinorH as to deficient voice-power, 
fought shy. There was the typical devout 
old lady who is always there and always 
early. 'Ilioro were di.sseiiting parsons nf 
every sect and every shade, with a con 
siderable sprinkling of clergymen, includ- 
ing the ascetic high churchman, who 
during the sermon must have had rather 
a warm time of it. and the sleek and 
dapper curate. I'ojinlar (livines were 
there, men at wliose font crowds of Sun- 
day adniirorM are wont to sit, as well as 
brethren who ftiltill the "necessary." if 
"hannles," function of pulpit supply. 
The jonrnalist was there, the Lon- 
don merchant was there, ' the un- 
niiHtakealile Anieriean, luiwrayed biilh by 
speei'li .■■.:h1 ]iliyHiognoiny, was iljere. 
Shortly before the .service commenced a 
leading popular actress entered. But 
why that fluttering beneatli the cloricid 
waistcoat at lior approacli ? Whence tliat 
instant buzz of pleased recognition onjlie 



part of an assembly consisting for the most 
part presumably of ecclesiasticid, if not 
lineal, descendants of tho stage-denounc- 
ing Puritans ? Surely tliose esteonied 
divines and exemplaiy church members 
hiid not seen the lady before? or, at 
least, only in the albums of wordly ac- 
(piaintances in the cabinet portrait form.

toniperature of railway carriage foot- 
warmers "by means of ■ a heat due to .an 
electric current traversuig a high resis- 
tance," Tho platinum wire was neither 
more nor. less i than, this, but the foot- 
warmers are to obtain their roBisted 
current "by a dynamo driven oil' an axle 
of the train, and the circuit passes through 
all the warmers; a simple device allows of 
the foot- warmer being thrown out of cir- 
cuit should it become unbearably hot." 
'i'he electric currontisto be apjilied totlie 
foot -wariiiorscliarged-wifch, acetate of soda, 
which, by the present arrangements, are 
so readilv heated hy immersion in hot 
water ami ret.ain t lieir heat for so many 
boms. Iiisleail ot such direct healing we 
are to lirst heat a lioiler, losing heat in the 
prodiictiDii of steam, hwing more in v.'ork- 
ing tho steam engino, very much more in 
tho dyiiiimo, and moro asain in trans- 
mission. Tho cost of such electric beating 
would be at least twenty times as groat as 
the dinet iieating, not to mention cost of 
apparat ii.s.

Who can describe 
that sermon so as to convey iiuy adei|uale 
impression to the minds of those who did 
not hear it i So full of racy litimor and phil- 
osophic elevation; so replete with donhlo- 
distilled common sense; so origiiml in its 
structure and ideas, enforced with so 
much felicity of phraso, fervorof delivery, 
and dramatic force; so .'dive at all points; 
so fresh and breeZ3'; so full of liglit and 
shade; a strain of high reasoning, sudden- 
ly passing into a vein of playful .s.itire; 
imjiassioned deelainatioii, softening down 
into the most moving [lathos; or a bit of 
logical analysis, culminating in a poetic 
image of exi|uisite beauty- the whole so 
telling and interesting, so manly and so 
human. If any critic cared to pick out 
an Aiiioricanism here and tliere, or to 
scent any occasional violation of tlio stric- 
test eiuions of good taste, be was welcome 
to his congenial but unsavory t;isk.

If we could graft a liit of Heeeher on 
the ineseni race of theological students 
the pulpit would become a power in our 
generation with whicli phUosupher, states- 
man and journalistic alike would have to 
reckon. Tliiu'e is no ditliculty in account- 
ing for Mr. Heecher's popularity. He w;is 
a combination of ipialities, each of which 
was in itself attractive. Ho was eloquent, 
he was humorous, ho was tender. He was 
intellectual, but never (lull. His audience 
rereived the coiiipliiuent of supposed in- 
telligence. ( Ine woi 111 lis soon expect tosee 
.lupiter playing chuck-farthing as to hear 
.Mr. nc'ci her twaddling. lie had a tine 
voice and a noble ligure. Ho was bro.ul 
in his views and charitios, and yet the 
accent of profound conviction mii through 
all he said. He w;is playful iiul iie\'er 
tlippant. His sj-nipatliies werir with soci.'d 
and political, as well as theological ideas. 
He was liibune ;iml |)roi)het in one. 
During the ( iartielil- Hjincock jnesideiit i,d 
cinipaign ho took a prominent part, advo- 
cating the election 'of the republican can- 
didates, and tho writer has a pleasant 
memory of ti speech which he deliiei'ed 
in the' vast hall of tlie Cooper I iiioii, 
Xi'W York, when Ih.-il womlerful mag- 
netism, which has enslaveil thousands, 
cai'rieil away the great .audience, who 
were swayed as lun: man by the speaker's 
Imriiiiig words. He declared fort'h ve- 
liind at the last election, and as a ".Mug- 
wump" lent the charm of his nr.itoiy t" 
the cause. In his pul]iit he was, as a 
rule, the thoughtful scholar, the I'ln- 
ipient divine, breathing out edifying 
t ruths which savored of tho old staml- 
,ird school of theology. lie visited V ic- 
toria in .September, 1883, and lectured 
in St. .Andrew's Pre.sbytiirian clinieh to a 
vast audience, Ono of bis sons, Cap! . II. 
F, Beecher, residoH at Port Townseiid, 
and has been summoned lioiuo. At the 
l ipopld age of' 73' yoiirs; ' surrounded by 
his ever devoted arid' lovabli) wife and bis 
chihlron and grand-children, K6 piisseil to 
the f ireat Heyond to 'Hit^e his name in- 
scribed, as his hosts of admirers pray, in 
golden letters in tho Lamb's Book of Life.
